MARTHA 


FLOTOW 


Act I, scene i. Lady Harriet's Garden Room. Lady Harriet is bored. 
Her cousin, the foppish Sir Tristram, is not very successful in his ideas for 
cheering her up. Off-stage are heard the merry songs of some serving- 
girls passing by, and this gives Lady Harriet the idea of going to 
Richmond Fair with Nancy, both disguised as servants. Sir Tristram is to 
accompany them, disguised as a farmer. 

Scene ii. The market-place in Richmond. In accordance with an old 
custom, the Sheriff is hiring out the girls. Those who accept the wage must 
do one year's service. The rich farmer Plunkett and his foster-brother 
Lionel enter. When under sentence of banishment, Lionel's father had 
once been kindly sheltered by Plunkett's family, and had left his son a 
valuable ring, which in case of need he was to send to the Queen, who 
would then come to his aid. Lady Harriet and Nancy appear calling 
themselves Martha and Julia. Plunkett and Lionel engage them, one for 
the house and stables, the other for the fields and garden, and give them 
their wage. When the ladies tire of the game and try to slip away, Plunkett 
asserts his right over them. For fear of being recognised by everyone they 
have to follow their masters. 

Act II. Plunkett's farmhouse. Martha and Julia are very unskilled at 
household work, and Plunkett even has to show them how to use a 
spinning-wheel. The ‘maids’ laugh heartily about it, and Plunkett jumps 
up menacingly and runs after the frightened Nancy. Lionel holds back 
Lady Harriet, who at his request sings to him ‘Die letzte Rose’ (‘The last 
rose of summer’): mindful of her ture position, she rejects Lionel's 
courtship. Plunkett and Nancy return. Left alone, the two women are in 
despair at the consequences of their frivolity. Fortunately Sir Tristram 
suddenly appears at the window and all three furtively make their escape. 

Act III. A forest clearing. Plunkett is sitting in front of a small inn with 
some other farmers, enjoying his beer. The Queen and her followers are 
hunting near by. Nancy is one of the party and Plunkett, recognising in 





her his Julia, tries to take her away with him, but she escapes. Lady 
Harriet also meets Lionel, but for fear of the Queen she pretends not to 
know him, and calls on Sir Tristram for help. Lionel in despair accuses 
Lady Harriet publicly of having come to his house as a servant in order to 
drive him to his wits' end. Lady Harriet says that he is mad and he is 
arrested, but not before he has given Plunkett his ring and asked him to 
present it to the Queen. 

^. Act IV. Outside Plunkett's house. Lady Harriet is full of remorse. She 
loves Lionel and has herself conveyed his ring to the Queen, who has 
realised that he is the son of the unjustly banished Lord Derby. Filled 
with love and remorse Lady Harriet offers Lionel her hand, but he no 
longer trusts her. Meanwhile Nancy and Plunkett are getting on very 
well. 

To win the man she loves, Lady Harriet has everything arranged as on 
the day of the Fair. A farmer is disguised as the Sheriff, peasant girls and 
farmers appear, and everything happens as on that day. Lionel believes 
that it was all a dream, and joyfully embraces his Martha.
